Pal t ling for four days and nignto 
with crowbar*, milk bottles, hammers 
and lumps of coal, Alox Miller, aged 
17, of 50J» Thurty-eighth street, Mil- 
waukce.^rnd Charles Peters, 48, of 
Chicago, veio found by City Marsh il 
Edward J. Moronoy of Highland Park, 
battered almost beyond recognition, 
their clothing torn from their bodies. 

Peters, employed at tho city incin- 
erator, had hired Miller to help kirn. 
Petors claimed Miller had stolen $125 
from him. Petor's body was almost 
■completely covered with wounds and 
ho was practically scalped by blows 
from blunt weapons used by Miller. 

Miller claims Peters had attacked 
him in a coal bin.

Miller's body was literally covered 
with wounds, inflicted, he claimed, by 
Peter's teeth. His feet were almost 
chewed off. Miller claims he Is one of 
13 children and that ho went to High- 
land Park to earn money to assist his 
father in supporting his family. 



Removal of tho county poor farm 
from Libertyville Is asked by the bus- 
iness men of that city in a potition 
thnt has been circulated for tho last 
few days and which was to bo pre- 
sented to the members of the poor 
farm committee of the Lake county 
board of supervisors upon the occa- 
sion of their visit to tho Institution 
this afternoon. Tho potition, it is" 
said, has been signed by practically 
all the businoss men of Libertyville. 

Tho county board recently author- 
ized the poor farm committee to make 
an Inspection of the farm with a view 
to razing tho present main building 
and replnclng It with a modern struc- 
ture. The presont building 1b anti- 
quated and far from modern. The 
committee planned to make tho in- 
spection this afternoon and will re- 
port back to tho board at the next 
meeting. 

The poor farm occupies ICO acres 
of land fronting on Milwaukee ave- 
nue and lies Just north of tho main 
business district of Libertyville. It is 
contended by business men of Liber- 
tyville thnt tho location of the poor 
farm prevents tho growth northward 
of the village. They contend that tho 
poor farm property should be sub- 
divided and used for residence pur- 
poses. 

The value of tho land, It Is claimed 
is fully $2,000 an acre. Tho sale of tho 
farm, It Is claimed, would bring In 
sufficient money to make it possible 
to buy a new location a fow miles dis- 
tant and go .i long way toward paying 
for the new buildings.

Meyer Topples From 
Boat While Out 
Fishing 
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Friend or 
Enemy? 



The body of Mrs. Julia Newcomer, 
Chicago, who met her death when the 
Buick coupe, driven by R. H. Bell, 
also of Chicago, plunged Into the Fox 
rive June 28, was recoverod from the 
water last Sunday morning at 10 
o'clock by John Jeremy of Stillwater, 
Minn., famous Indian diver. For nlno 
days the body had been In tho water 
in spite of the efforts of Bwlmmers 
and divers. /. 

Jeremy, assisted by'Vvilllam Law, 
Stillwater, found the body five miles 
south of tho brldgo, suspended on a 
tree. The body was above the water 
except for tho feet and face, and 
could be seen very plainly. 

The river was swollen and tho cur- 
rent swift at the time of tho accident. 
It Is believed that the body was car- 
ried downstream Immediately after 
the accident and then became lodged 
In tho tree, which was under water 
then. As tho river receded tho body 
came partly out of water. Tho fact 
that it was not located before Is due 
to failure of searching parties to go 
that far down tho river. 

Jeremy and Law arrived at tho 
scene shortly before 5 o'clock Sunday 
morning and started their search, get- 
ting Into a boat and slowly drifting 
down stream. After locating the body 
Kenosha county officials wcro notified 
and they took tho body to Kenosha 
and It was lator shipped to Chicago 
for burial. 

Jeremy received $400 and his ex- 
penses for finding the body. One-third 
of this amount was paid by each Mr. 
Bell, Mr. Newcomer and Kenosha 
county, according to an agreement 
reached boforo the famous Indian 
was sent for.

DEPUTY FIGHTS GANG OF 

EIGHT SINGLE HANDED 

The following article was reprint- 
ed from the Chicago Tribune of Sun- 
day, July 13. Charles Holmes Is well 
known In Antioch, being the son-in- 
law of John Drury. 



Called to the home of Lambert Pri- 
deaux, a foreman for the Diamond 
Cab company, living in Niles, Deputy 
Sheriff Charles Holmes of tho county 
highway police fought with a gang of 
eight men that were ransacking the 
place, and singlehanded captured 
three of them early yesterday morn- 
ing. A fourth member was later ar- 
rested. 

According to tho police, Holmes, 
who has just recently come from the 
hospital, was the only man available 
when the call came for tho Prideaux 
home. With a gun in each hand, ho 
entered tho house, nnd taking the 
gang unawares, shot It out with them 
in true western fashion, throwing two 
i:»on from the second floor down tho 
stairway to tho landing below. 

Tho threo men captured ore Earl 
nnd Jack Walsh, 3221 Ghul>9 street, 
and Alfred Decker, 2453 West Taylor 
Street, both of Chicago. The man 
latfcr taken Into custody is lohn Ben- 
ninger, 215 South Klldnro avenue. 

Robbery Is not believed to have 
b«?en the sole motive of this gang, 
which, the police Bay, is well known 
as the Walsh gang, In entering the 
Prideaux home. There was not 
enough of value to be taicem Tho 
police questioned Pridoaux in regard 
to labor trouble and are Inclined to 
believe that this may be tho real 
reason for the attack.

T. Arthur Simpson, county superin- 
tendent of schools, collapsed last 
Thursday morning In tho court house 
upon his arrival from his summor cot- 
tage at the os Plalnes rivor, and is 
under care of a physician and nurse. 



Leo Meyer, 35 years old, a sales- 
man for a Chicago concern located at 
4812 North Winchester avenue, Chi- 
cago, was drowned at Lake Marie 
last Wednesday afternoon. 

It is believed that he lost his bal- 
ance while standing up In a boat, at- 
tempting to remove a fish hook which 
had become caught in his trousers. 

The drowning occured shortly af- 
ter 3 o'clock. The body was recoverd 
by Charlie Viegel and William Story 
of Antioch. The body was fully 
clothed and the fish hook was found 
in the leg of his trousers. 

Inquest was held last Wednesday 
night at Strang's undertaking parlors 
at Antioch and the jury found that 
death was due to accidental drown- 
ing. The deputy coroner called Chief 
of Police Collins of Chicago and re- 
quested him to notify the family. 
Meyer is said to be survived by a 
wife and two children. 

Charlie Viegel and Will Story testi- 
fied that they wore called to Wurz'n 
Seppa by Mlas Fallbacher and that 
she told them Meyer had been out In 
the lake but a short time when he 
fell Into the water. She said he rent- 
ed a small boat shortly before 3 
o'clock and rowed out about 150 feet 
and anchored, apparently planning to 
spend the afternoon fishing. He was 
close to the diving platform when ho 
anchored the boat. 

Mrs. Fallbacher said that a few min- 
utes after she had seen Meyer anchor, 
a small boy came running to her place 
and told her that a man who had been 
out In a boat disappeared in the water. 

Mrs. Fallbacher then called Mr. 
Viegol and ho and Story immediately 
went down and soon located tho body. 

It is said that the oars were found 
in such a position that It appeared 
certain Meyer was standing up try- 
ing to unloosen the fish hook when 
he toppled over.

Hurlbut Bound Over 

to the Grand Jury 



Clarnece Hurlbut of Zlon, charged 
with murder of Charles B. Dicks, Jr., 
of Lake Villa, was bound to tho grand 
jury without bonds by Justice Hervey 
Coulsen. Hurlbut did not testify. 

Hurlbut was recommended to bo 
bound to the grand jury by a coron- 
er's Jury that Investigated th death 
of ClmrleB B. Dlx, Jr., of Lake Villa, 
In the town hall of that village. 

At tho same time it was learned 
that State's Attorney Smith and At- 
torney George Field, for tho defend- 
ant, were to appear before Justice 
Hervey CoufsOn. 

Tho verdict *^as not a surprise. 
Hurlbut Is alleged to have mado a 
confession to tho slate's attorney, and 
to the sheriff, implicating him in tho 
death of tho Lako Villa man.

Max Schoenfeld was instantly kill- 
ed last night when the truck he was 
driving was hit Bquarely In the mid- 
dle by the fast Minneapolis train due 
at Antioch at 7:01 at the railroad 
crossing at Lake Villa on Route 21. 

Schoenfeld, together with Harry 
Wise, were returning from a trip to 
Chicago with a load of fruit and, ac- 
cording to WlBe, who escaped by- 
Jumping from the truck, they were 
approaching the track slowly, their 
view of the south track being obscur- 
ed by a string of box cars, and that 
they did not see the approaching 
train nor hear it until it was directly 
upon them and too late to avoid the 
collision. 

Wise said that he Immediately ra&- 
to where the car was thrown and 
with difficulty tried to remove hi3 
partner from the wreckage and final- 
ly, with the assistance of Mr. Block 
and Mr. Goodbody of the Great Lakes 
Jobbing Co., of Antioch, they placed 
him in the truck Block was driving 
and rushed him to Antioch. 

The body was taken to Dr. Beebe'a 
office and the doctor immediately an- 
nounced him as being dead. The 
back of Schoenfeld's head was crush- 
ed In and deep wounds all about the 
face were Inflicted by the crash. ^lis 
body was terribly mangled, one leg 
being almost severed and the other 
broken in several places and death, 
no doubt was instantaneous. 

Schoenfeld, with Harry and Alex 
Wise were in partnership in the 
fruit store operating under the name 
of the Antioch Fruit and Produce Co., 
and with his partners came from Ke- 
nosha early In the spring after clos- 
ing up a similar store In that town 
to operate here. They had hoped to 
maintain a regular business estab- 
lished here and were doing fine. 

Schoenfeld is a veteran of the war, 
although he did not get across seas. 
He was a member of the Chemical 
warfare division and was in New 
York ready to sail when the armis- 
tice was signed. He was a very con- 
genial fellow and was very well lik- 
ed by those who had become ac- 
quainted with him in his short stay- 
in Antioch. 

He leaves a wife, who will ^be re- 
membered from her presence In the 
store most of the time. Mrs. Schoen- 
feld was prostrated from tho report 
of the accident and her condition 
was such that the news of his death' 
was withheld from her until she 
could be removed to tho home of her 
uncle in Kenosha, later In the eve- 
ning, where the news was broken to 
her. 

Schoenfeld's brother and uncle 
took charge of tho situation, and af- 
ter taking Mrs: Schoenfeld to Keno- 
sha came back with an undertaker 
of Kenosha and removed the body to 
that city. 

After short services in that city 
today (Thursday) the body was to be 
removed to Milwaukee for burial. 

The coroner held a brief hearing 
Tuesday night and the jury, compos- 
ed of Lake Villa men, headed by F. 
T. Fowler, decided to postpone the In- 
quest until Thursday night when all 
the participants can be present.

For the rest— the busi- 
ness will be wound up as soon as pos- 
sible, so that you may be released for 
some form of national service.

WHO IS TO BLAME? 
The inevitable haH happened. The 
grade crossing at Lake Villa has long 
been recognized at a real menace to 
the traveling public and when the 
completion of route 21 was accom- 
plished, with no attempt to safe- 
guard the public at this point, pro- 
tests were answered with a promise 
of early remedy to this dangerous 
crossing. 

The state, all along has Instated on 
an overhead bridge at this point, and 
with the refusal of Mr. Lehman to 
allow the plans accepted by the state 
and Soo Line to span a nntur.il rise 
further north from the present cross- 
ing, due to the fact that this called 
for considerable inroad to the Leh- 
man estate, the matter fell back onto 
the state and Soo Line for adjust- 
ment. 

This has now been held pending for 
two years. No action has been re- 
ported and protests and threats from 
Lake Villa has been of no avail. 

The coroners jury Tuesday night, 
composed of Lake Villa men with 
Frank T. Fowler as foreman, took 
the only course it could, the call for 
a complete investigation onto this 
situation. The coroner was instruct- 
ed by the Jury to not only summon 
the train crew for the Inquest but to 
also summons Charles T. Russell, 
superintendent of highways for Lake 
county together with his corres- 
• pondence on this Bubject. 

It seems unbelievable that the 
snuffing out of a young life is the 
only method through which action 
can be taken to get at the bottom of 
the facts at this gross negligence 
that has held sway for two years, and 
it is hoped that the investigation will 
bring about an immediate remedy, 
not only to that particular crossing 
but to all crossings in Lake county of 
which there are many. 

As the uncle of tho deceased said, 
"1 can't understand why you have so 
many grade crossings in Illinois with- 
out signals of any kind, and especial- 
ly the number on your main state 
highways. In our state (Wisconsin) 
you will find practically every grade 
crossing guarded In some manner. 
— o — 
While the coroner's jury is on the 
investigation matter it is hoped they 
will also look into the matter of pro- 
per warning by trains on approach to 
crossings. 

While passengers on the 7:01 last, 
night claim that the whistle of the 
train was giving proper warning, 
Harry Wise, who narrowly escaped 
death In the smash-up, says he did 
not heur the whistle until the train 
let out one terrible scheech just be- 
fore It hit the truck. 

That fact will remain for the jury 
to bring out, but nevertheless,, the 
7:12 from Antioch going south last 
night approached the crossing there 
about 7:35 and despite the fact that 
there were hundreds of people gath- 
ered to view tho wreck, this train did 
not sound any warning until within 
a very short distance of the crossing. 

Even Deputy Edward Conrad, who 
rushed to Antioch last night to hold 
an Inquest, ilnds cause for complaint 
ou our roadB here. He clainiB the 
barricades at the repairs on the road 
are the same color as the cement and 
when he approached them last night 
with dim lights ho did not see them 
until just in time to avert another ac- 
cident.

COPPER SULPHATE 

FOR POULTRY 

In cases of poultry diseases which 
may spread from bird to bird. It is 
frequently desirable to uBe a good 
disinfectant In all drinking water 
given. For general farm use, copper 
sulphate, commonly known as blue 
vitriol or bluestone, seems better 
than potassium permanganate. The 
copper sulphate Is cheaper, less like- 
ly to lose Its strength and just as 
efficient. To use, dissolve one ounce 
of copper sulphate In each eight gal- 
lons of drinking water given, or, to 
save labor of mixing a fresh solution 
each time, dissolve one-half pound of 
copper sulphate In one gallon of hot 
water, this makes a concentrated so- 
lution which should be put in a glass 
or stone vessel. Dilute for use by add- 
ing one pint of this concentrated so- 
lution to each eight gallons of drink- 
ing water. A graduated glass kitchen 
cup is very convenient for measuring. 



ILLINOIS HOG NUMBERS 

DOWN TO AVERAGE 

Illinois spring crop Is 20 percent 
less than a year ago, according to the 
returns from the special pig survey 
recently completed by the agricultural 
and postal departments of the federal 
government. For the corn belt states 
numbers have fallen off 17 percent 
and indicated decrease for the entire 
United States Is about 20 percent. 

If Illinois farmers carry out their 
present plans the reduction In the fall 
pig crop will also be heavy. This re- 
port Indicates that there will be about 
IS percent less sows bred to farrow 
next fall than actually farrowed last 
fall. The reported Intentions for the 
corn belt states Indicates an 11 per- 
cent decrease for the United States a 
C percent decrease In fall farrowlngs. 

The present slump in the hoe In- 
dustry is general In Important hog 
producing states, due to the continued 
adverse corn-hog ratio. Record break- 
ing market receipts of Illinois hogs 
during the past year have reduced 
numbers from the unusually large 
supplies on farms in 1922 and 1923 to 
about the average number for the 
thiee years, 1919 to 1921. Hog receipts 
at public stockyards from Illinois for 
the seven months' period November 
to May were 4,110,000 against 3,756,- 
000 1-cad for the same period -i year 
ago. This increase of 390,000 head, 
of 10.-1 percent In market receipts, 
with a 20 percent reduction In the 
size of the pig crop this spring, sets 
forth very strikingly the rapid decline 
which Is taking place In Illinois hog 
numbers. The present outlook Is that 
hog numbers for both Illinois and the 
United States will drop to the three 
year average (1919-1921) and may go 
below that figure unless there is a 
marked Improvement in the corn-hog 
ratio balance. This report Is bnaed 
upon reports collected by rural mall 
carriers from 123,000 Individual farms 
In all parts of "the United States, of 
which 70,000 were in the corn belt.

PAYS TO SEPARATE AND FEED 

SCREENING TO LIVESTOCK 
There are a dozen reasons why 
screenings should bo separated on 
the farm and fed to . livestock,' says 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Screenings are an unde- 
sirable farm product, consisting prin- 
cipally of weed seeds, cracked and 
shrunken kernels of grain, chaff, 
broken stems, and straws, dirt, and 
other foreign material and often con- 
stitute 10 to 20 per cent of the grain 
as it comes from the thresher. They 
should not, however, be regarded as 
a waste but should be turned to val- 
uable account by feeding them to 
stock. 

When screenings are sold with the 
grain they are classed as dockago, 
and the grain farmor actually, gives 
them away because his grain la dock- 
ed according to the proportion of 
screenings it contains. This Iobs to 
the grain farmer amounts to huge fig- 
ures when large sections are consid- 
ered. In 1923, for example, nearly 
12,000,000 bushels of screenings were 
produced, threshed, and marketed as 
dockage in the States of North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Minnesota and 
Montana. The sum of $675,000 was 
paid by the farmers of those States 
for threshing their screenings or 
dockago, and $800,000 was paid to the 
railroads for hauling it to the termi- 
nal markets. Millions of dollars' 
worth of good feed was thus given 
away. The grain farmer was the los- 
er. 

The average screenings are more 
nearly equal to oata in composition 
than any other common feed. Heavy 
screenings from which the chaffy ma- 
terial haB been removed are nearly 
equal to corn, wheat, or barley in the 
percentages of the various nutrients. 
More than 3,500,000 lambs could have 
been fed with the wheat screenings 
that were wasted In the four spring- 
wheat States In 1923 forming the en- 
tire grain ration. The resulting In- 
crease in weight of the lambs, at 12 



cents per pound, would have brought 
$8,500,000 to the farmers. The 
spring-wheat farmers who cleaned 
their market whont on the farm in 
1923 gained over 5 cents per bushel 
as a result of the cleaning. 

When n farmer who grows little or 
no grain wants to feeds screenings, 
he must pay high prices for them In 
a ready-mixed feed, or must purchase 
them of the elevator or mill that has 
separated them. Tho grain farmer 
on the other hand, can separate them 
at the thresher or granary and ti?d 
them as a by-product of his farm. He 
pays no freight or middlemen's com- 
mission. By means of a cleaning ma- 
chine, the screenings can bo removed 
wheat or rye at a cost of 2 or 3 *<mtB 
per bushel. A number of these clean- 
ing machines will bo In operation in 
the spring-wheat States this year as 
a result of the work of the United 
States Department of Agriculture In 
showing the feeding value of this pro- 
duct for all kinds of livestock and 
the practicability nnd economy of 
separating It and feeding it on the 
farm.

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Dairymen Adopt 
Cooperative 
Selling Plan 

Wisconsin dairymen will be organ- 
lzed Into a centralized marketing aa- 
eoclatlon similar to those existing In 
California for the marketing of or- 
anges, grapefruit, raisins, tobacco and 
other products, and known as the 
"centralized plan' of marketing, at a 
conference of the Wisconsin stan- 
dard dairy marketing committee at 
Watertown, Wis., July 14, State Sen- 
ator John C. Schuman, chairman of 
the committee announced. 

Tentative plans and contracts have 
been submitted to the state depart- 
ment of markets, college of agricul- 
ture and attorneys on cooperative 
marketing, according to Chairman 
Schuman, and the committee has de- 
termined upon its plan of organiza- 
tion. Discussions of the plan have 
been hold at dairy meetings over the 
state also. 

The plan of action adopted by the 
committee was selected after a sur- 
vey of cooperative and dairy organiza- 
tions throughout the country, Mr. 
Schuman Bald. Tho plan embodies a 
standard dairy system, It is said. 

Investigations of the committee re- 
vealed that efforts to build marketing 
agencies by defeating existing local 
associations have failed In a major- 
ity of cases. He said tho plan which 
apparently has been found most suc- 
cessful Is that built upon what Is 
known as the California or centralized 
plan. The plan Is built from tho pro- 
ducer up. New England dairymen al- 
ready are reorganizing and adopting 
the plan, with producers in six states 
included, it is said. Similar organiza- 
tions arc being perfected In Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Texas, Alabama, Cali- 
fornia and Canada.

CHILDREN'S DIET IMPROVED 

IN CALIFORNIA COUNTIES 

Considerable progress has boen 
made, through homo demonstration 
work, In improving the diet of rural 
cl.lldron A typical instance of what 
Is being done In this direction recent- 
ly reported to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture is the child 
feeding work carried on in two Cali- 
fornia counties— Santa Cruz and Con- 
Ira Costa. 

ihls woik started with tho funda- 
mental Idea that child feeding must 
be a part of a general nutrition pro- 
gram in wii'ch all possible co-oporat- 
Ivg r.goncijj such as couuV' nurses, 
teachers, parent-teacher organization 
.librarians, and others take part, and 
that tho food of tho entire farm fam- 
ily is a matter for consideration. The 
farm mother does not have time to 
prepare extra or different food for a 
child; the food on tho table for the 
whole family must be bo correctly 
manned and prepared that the chil- 
dren may have it without detriment. 

A number of rural families with 
children were enrolled as demonstra- 
tors during 1922 and 1923. The home 
d"monstratIon agent gave talk* to 
the mothers on health habits and the 
dlr.t of children, in which the need 
for milk, vegetables and fruit was 
emphasized. She distributed weight 
charts and gave demonstrations in 
tho proper preparation of food, or- 
ganized hot lunch centers in several 
ochcols, and with the help of the 
..•ounty nurse, weighed tho under- 
weight" children once a mont'i The 
(liildren themselves were v.-iy much 
Interested in their own health and 
correct food. They made posters at 
school and wrote compositions on the 
subject. The right kind of a lunch 
box to bring from home was shown, 
and the planting of vegetables was 
stimulated. 

In Santa Cruz County 174 homes co- 
operated In tho child-feeding and hot 
lunch work. Among the underweight 
children 59 have reached their normal 
zone in weight and only 2 have failed 
to do so. In 7 rural schools 244 chil- 
dren have been supplied a hot noon 
lunch. Eighteen mothers with chil- 
dren too small to go to school have 
also cooperated with the extension 
workers. In Contra Costa County, in 
addition to the work with 225 school 
children, a nutrition class under a vol- 
unteer leader was conducted for six 
weeks during the summer, especially 
to help 11 underweight children.

Workless Days 

for Employes 

Employment In the factories of 
Illinois is dropping rapidly, accord- 
ing to the monthly, report of the gen- 
oral advisory board of the Illinois de- 
partment of labor. During tho last 
three months Illinois manufacturers 
have laid off more than 7 per cent of 
their workers, and these declines, 
combined with the earlier cuts, have 
reduced employment to a point 11.5 
per cent below the level of June of 
last year. This indicates that manu- 
facturing industries of the state are 
getting along with about 80,000 fewer 
employes than they had last year at 
this time. 

The number of unemployed people 
In the state at this time is large. 
Other factors raise the number out 
of work far beyond tho 80,000 who 
have been laid off by tho factories. 
Closing mines have released largo 
numbers, the building Irdustry is not 
quite up to last year's level, and farm- 
ers are not hiring as many people as 
a year ago. : 

The drop In June, which amounted 
to 3.4 percent, brought unemployment 
to a new peak. With much uneven- 
ness among the various Industries,! 
employment In the factories of Illi- 
nois In total was in June at about tho ! 
same point as two years ago In mid-! 
s-immer. In June, 1923, there were 
more people at work than at any time ' 
lu four years. 

Tho general character of the de- 
cline is shown also in tho Industrial 
analysis. Out of fifty-five Industries] 
Included In tho survey of the month, 
declines in the number of workers oc- 
curred in forty-two and in one there' 
was no change. In only twelve Indus-' 
trios were more workers employed In' 
June than In May, and in each of 
them a Mrong seasonal factor exists. 

Part time operations are reported on 
on Increasing scale. Whereas 24 per- 
cent of the workers reporetd upon 
were working part timo In May, dur- 
ing June approximately 35 percent 
were working part time. Twenty-two 
plants were reported as completely 
closed down. Industries In which the 
major part of tho workers were em- 
ployed only part time Included iron 
and steel; cooking, heating and venti- 
lating apparatus, machinery, agricul- 
tural Implements, musical Instru- 
ments, miscellaneous leather goods, 
knit goods.

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289,000 GO TO SCHOOL IN BUSSES 

The move toward tho elimination 
of the "little red schoolhouse" with 
it one room and two atmospheric out- 
houses has been rapid in recent years. 
The building of good roads has speed- 
ed consolidation of school districts 
with modern buildings and motor 
busses to carry the children to school. 
Some 289,000 children rode to school 
In busses last year, says the research 
department of the national associa- 
tion of farm equipment manufactur- 
ers. There are some 13,000 consoli- 
dated rural schools, and as the giant 
tracklaylng tractors with their at- 
tendant pumps, wagons, crushers, 
mixers, plows, etc., continue to lay 
down thousands of miles of concrete 
and other surfaced roads, the move-| 
ment will rapidly continue until rural, 
education is on as high a standard as 
city schooling. 



COMMUNITIES CAN TAKE STEPS 
TO ELIMINATE THE HOUSE FLY 
The Importance of concerted, or- 
ganized effort to get rid of flies on 
tho part of whole communities, not 
only cities, but suburban and rural 
neighborhoods as well, can not bo 
overemphasized, according to the Bu- 
reau of Entomology, United States 
Department of Agriculture. By the 
most painstaking care one may pre- 
vent all fly breeding on his premises, 
but it will avail him little if his 
neighbors are not equally careful. 
Some sort of cooperation is neces- 
sary. One of tho first and most im- 
portant elements in any antifly cru- 
sade is a vigorous and continued edu- 
cational campaign. It has been tho 
experience of those who have under- 
taken such crusades that people gen- 
erally regard tho fly as a somewhat 
harmless nuisance and that the first 
work of the campaign was to bring 
tho people to a realization of the dan- 
gers from flies and the possibility of 
getting rid of them. 

The antifly crusade Is a matter of 
public interest and should bo support- 
ed by the community as a whole and 
engineered by the health officers. 
But health officers can do little to- 
ward the necessary work of Inspec- 
tion and elimination without funds, 
and therefore the support of the cam- 
paign must manifest itself in increas- 
ed appropriations for public-health 
work. Very often It Is lack of funds 
which prevents the health officers 
from taking tho Initiative In the anti- 
fly crusades, and there must neces- 
sarily bo much agitation and educa- 
tion before they can profitably take 
up the work. Here lies a field for tho 
best energy, Initiative, and leadership 
of civic associations, women's clubs, 
boards of trade, and other commun- 
ity organizations.
